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HARDY CHRYSANTHEMUMS FOR THE NORTH 


Varieties: We are listing 53 varieties of hardy chrysanthemums that have been 
especially selected for growing in the north where seasons are short and winters are 
severe. These start blooming from the middle of August until the end of September 
and most of them will bloom until freezing weather cuts them short, usually about the 
end of October. New Hampshire originations have proven super-hardy and these, plus a 
few others proven equally hardy are marked with an asterisk*. These have wintered 
well for us without covering. We do, however, consider it preferable to cover most 
varieties with coarse straw or pine or evergreen bows and particularly when set late 

in the year.
